Prosecuting attorneys of Indiana 
are called upon to act as a unit in 
battling the high cost of living in a 
letter written Tuesday by Ele Stans­ 
bury, attorney general.

ney general based his appeal on pat­ 
riotism and urged the local prosecut­ 
o r s to co-operate with each other 
and with the state office in an effort 
to run down violations of the Indiana 
an ti-trust law. 
In 
his message 
Mr. 
Stansbury 
pointed out that even though local 
prosecutions should fail for the lack 
of sufficient evidence, the informs 
tion would he valuable for use by the 
federal authorities. 
“No more im­ 
portant matter has been called to the 
attention of the attorney general’s 
office and the prosecuting attorney's 
office than this” Mr. Stansbury said. 
"The practice of extortion and profi­ 
teering is sure to lead to Bolshevism 
and socialism,” tile letter warns. 
The attorney general’s letter said: 
“Under the present agitation by 
federal and state authorities to cor­ 
rect the evils of extortion and to re­ 
duce the high cost of living, I find very 
little in our anti-trust laws to give us 
hope to accomplish the prosecution of 
profiteers and extortionists.

New York, August 13—James A. 
Stillman, president of the National 
City Bank, one of the world’s great­ 
est financial institutions, today an­ 
alyzed the present economic crisis in 
an interview with the United Press, 
emphasizing the following points: 
‘‘The world is short the common 
necessities of life and that is the first 
situation to be dealt with. 
The high cost of living is the re­ 
sult of the war’s destruction which 
makes the world short of the neces­ 
saries of life. 
Wage earners will come out of the 
present economic situation the gain­ 
ers. 
Labor may lose now owing to 
high prices, but it will gain when 
prices drop because wages wall not 
recede in the same ratio. 
The 
present 
railroad 
question 
should not be considered as a dispute 
between employers and labor, but one 
of national policy. 
Railroad men are misled by misin­ 
formation, distorted statements and 
half truths. 
. 
Railroad investments as a class are 
certainly as clean as any other form 
of investment. 
The public has received full value 
from the railroads and the best serv­ 
ice in the world. 
“The general situation at this time 
is one which calls 
for temperate 
speech,” said Stillman. 
“No man 
who has any sense of social respon­ 
sibility will want to say or do any­ 
thing that will increase the confus­ 
ion and excitement which exists. 
“Patience is a great virtue just 
now’. 
The world has had enough of 
fighting. 
Organized labor has offi­ 
cially endorsed the league of nations, 
on the theory that the world has 
reached a stage of civilization where 
it ought to be able to devise a better 
w’ay of settling disputes between na­ 
tions than by war. 
“That general principle is just as 
true in disputes in industry aud be­ 
tween classes as it is iii international 
affairs. 
There should be a better 
w’ay to settle them than by strikes, 
lockouts or other means which entail 
loss and suffering upon the public. 
We should be able to settle our dif­ 
ferences without threats or violence, 
as becomes a free people. 
Any fair 
proposition will win in this country 
in the long run. 
“The war has interrupted industry 
and made many conditions abnormal. 
It is responsible for the high cost of 
living by causing a great scarcity of 
all the necessaries. 
It is just what 
was to be expected after the with­ 
drawn! of so many millions of men 
from production. 
The remedy is in 
orderly industry. 
The whole situ­ 
ation will right itself as production 
is increased. 
Food will go dowrn and 
clothing will be cheaper. 
“The country went through a sim­ 
ilar situation after our own civil war. 
At first there was scarcity and high 
prices, but when industry was full re­ 
sumed we had a long period of falling 
prices. 
It is true that in many in­ 
stances wages do not keep pace with 
commodities when the latter are ris­ 
ing, but on the other hand, wages do 
dot fall as fast as commodities when 
the latter turn downward.

Paris, August 13— Samuel Gornp- 
ers, president of the American Fed­ 
eration of Labor, today declared iii 
favor of nationalization of American 
railways and labor’s demands for an 
equal voice in their administration. 
“American railway workers intent 
not only to compel the governmen 
to take over the railways but will de 
mand as the logical next step that 
labor shall be granted a permanent 
equal voice in the railway adminis­ 
tration,’’ Gompers said in an inter­ 
view. 
“The railways must be brought un­ 
der suitable control made up of the 
government, laborers and technical 
experts. 
At present none of these 
elements have a real voice in any 
matters of importance concerning the 
railways. 
“The first step in changing the sit­ 
uation would be for the government 
to take over the lines. 
The next step 
would be taking representatives of 
abor and representatives of the own­ 
ers into the administrative council. 
“Although I am ready to admit I 
am not positive that government con­ 
trol would right all present wrongs, I 
will hack up the demand of the fed­ 
eration that a real trial he given when 
control is taken.

to discuss the profits made by the 
dealers. 
In other words, if the |h*o- 
ple will study and discuss the cost of 
production and the prices the cus­ 
tomers are required to pay and make 
it public it will do much towards de­ 
stroying extortion and 
profiteering. 
Neither the federal nor our state law 
provides any penalties for what is 
commonly known as profiteering 01 
charging extortionate prices. 
Our 
anti-trust law was constructed on the 
idea that combinations and conspir­ 
acies to affect trade and commerce 
were the evils of that day and when­ 
ever we can find sufficient evidence of 
any conspiracy, combination or agree­ 
ment among tradesmen or dealers for 
the purpose of affecting prices, then 
we can prosecute them. 
“I hope you will co-operate with 
the other prosecuting attorneys and 
with me in getting information cori1- 
cerning the prices, especially of >taple j physician tries in vain to keep her
